Council was in session Tuesday 


night from 7:30 until 11 -JO o'clock. It 
talked about natural gas franchises 
and bonds, and decided to grant a 
franchise for supplying Gosbocton 
people with natural gas to tbe com- 
pany presenting the best proposition. 
The Cosbocum Gas company w-w rep- 
resented by Attorneys P. E. Pome- 
rene and S- H Nicholas and Manager 
Maxon, wbile Mr. Von Seio, of Gam- 
bridge, was there for tbe Obio Fuel & 
Supply company. It was understood 
tbe Cosboctoo company would present 
a franchise, but it was not among 
Clerk Wlminerl papers, and It *as 
stated bj Mr. Maxon it would be 
there next Tuesday evening. Captain 
James was present and took part in 
tbe discussion. 
Those troublesome paving bonds 
were ducussed at length by council 
and B. V. Barto, of tbe First Nation- 
al bank, of Columbus, and finally went 
to a committee. 


COUNCILMEN WANT GAS. 


They G* M Kecartf As Farsr m[ a Frasckis*

"Mr. President, I bare been asked 
by Mr. Von Sc«o, of tbe Obio Gas & 
Fuel company, to withdraw his appli- 
cation for a natural gas franchise and 
submit another," said Mr. Sbaw open- 
Ing tbe ball for which everybody bad 
been waiting. Permission was grant- 
ed, and tbe clerk read tbe new appli- 
cation. It does not differ mat.rially 
from the urst, already given in TOE 
AGK, except tbat it is in detail and 
within ten days tbe company will be- 
gin work being ready to provide gas 
in eight months. 
Captain James asked where the 


company's headquarters were, and 
Mr. Von Scio said: 


"Our company is located in Zanes- 
ville. It was organized last May and 
took over tbe properties of seven oth- 
er companies. Tbey were all owned 
by tbe Treat and Crawford people^ We 
supply 38 towns and cities inObfo.The 
capital stock-all paid up, is §2,500.000, 
and George W. Crawford is president. 
We have 79,000 acres of gas territory, 
11 fields in nine counties of Ohio. We 
are laying pipe at tbe rate of a mile a 
day from Homer to Zanesville. If we 
let a franchise here we will tap tbat 
line near Hanover, and expect to get 
gas here before fall. 
We have the 
tools, tbe men. and can do tbe work. 
We have territory tbat will,we think, 
supply our towns for 50 years. Nat- 
ural gas has made Cambridge as you 
know. Crooksville, where industries 
are attracted by it, two larjre potter- 
ies are being built now. If we get in 
here I think I can say Cosbocton will 
have natural gas for the next 25 or 30 
years." 
" tfe would have to enter houses on 
paved streets by way of alleys," said 
Mr. VonScio in answer to Mr. John- 
son. "We would first have to make a 
map of tbe town, and locate our regu 
lators. We want to run the service 
lines on from six to eight ounces. It 
will cost us much more to pipe the 
town because of our plan not to lay 
pipes in paved streets." 
"How much time do yon want?" 
asked Mr. Powelseo. 
"If we get this franchise I'll begin 


tomorrow morning. 
The map of tbe 
city and tbe territory between here 
and Hanover will first be made. Then 
the right of way men go to work. 
There is a great deal of work to be 
done in piping the city, but we can be 
laying pipe here wbile building the 
main line." 


"Have we any otber propositions?'' 
asked Mr. Johnson. "Has Kissner's 
been withdrawn?" 


"It- was referred to light committee 


and tbe committee is not ready to re- 
port, "said Mr. Pbarion. 
"We looked over it,"wld Mr. Shaw, 
"and I told Mr. Kissner there must 
be changes in it before it would be 
considered by council." 


Mr. Sbaw quoted a Zanesville glass 
manufacturer as saying Mr. VonScio's 
company bad an abundant supply of 
gas. 


"Can Kissner furni&h the gas?" 
asked Mr. Jonnson. 
"Kissnertold me be would put up 


an indemnity bond for any amount,"' 
said Solicitor McDowell. "He offers 
•100 for tbe franchise." 
"I have interrogated at least 100 
persons since tbe last meeting regard- 
ing this question of gas,' said Mr. 
Powelson. "Peisonally I want natural 
gas. although 1 doa't want to inter- 
fere with any borne enterprise. I am 
in favor of giving franchises to ail 
comers. It would tend to competi- 
oo. As tc tbe coal question I don't 
think anyone would suffer much. Only 
a small percentage of tbe population 
would be affected. I think everybody 
should nave tbe advantage of these 
franchises. It is my oninion tbe peo- 
ple generally want natural gas.'7 


"I was requested, Mr. Powelson, to 


draw up petitions of remonstrance 
and I believe tney are now in circula- 
tion, "said Solicitor McDowell. 
"They are from local coal operators 
are they not?" asked Mr. Powelson. 
"Tney are. Don't you think. Mr. 


Powelson a clause should be inserted 
in these franchises providing that the 
city could buy their plants if it so de 
sirw?" 
"I think so." 
"Now, according to the statute, 


you can't grant but one franchise 


without the consent of the people," 
said the solicitor. 
-I don't think you are right there. 
I know of no such statute. Let me 
ask you. Mr. Solicitor, are you oppos- 
ed to this council granting a franchis- 
or these franchises?" 
"1 am not arguing the question. _ 
am simply guiding council as iolicit- 
or." 


Mr. Johnson wanted to usegas.be 
said, but be wanted the best fraii 
ehi:e. 
Attorney F. E. Pomerene said the 
Cosbocton Gas company wanted to 
make application for a franchise. 
They expected it to arrive in tbe city 
Tuesday evening, but it did not come, 
lie reviewed tbe history of movements 
to bring natural gas to tbe city, and 
said bis company bad invested $50,000 
ortCO.OOO to make gas. 
"Naturally these people want to 


protect that investment. 
We recog- 
nize tbe fact tbat we must give ad- 
vantages equal to those offered by Mr. 
Kissner or the Ohio Fuel & Supply 
company. We ask your Indulgence 
until next week." 
"Before 'ight committee met. Mr. 


Majioo of this company, said bis com- 
pany would like to submit a proposi- 
tion, but when the time came be said 
his men had missed their train," said 
Mr. Sbaw. "Tbey came the next, day, 
and I supposed they bad a franchise 
to be submitted tonight This after- 
noon he said be knew nothing about 
it. This council is not like tie old 
council. It will not pass a franchise 
to a company tbat can only be patron- 
ized by rich men. 1 am in favor of 
natural gas, and I am in favor of 
granting all these franchises includ 
ing tbat of the Coshocton Gas com- 
pany. Put them ail on tbe same 
basis." 
Captain James addressed council 
saying there was no substance in the 
argument tbat coal men and miners 
would be injured by tbe introduction 
of natural gas. He warned council 
against schemes to divide council and 
and prevent tbe introduction of natur- 
al gas. 
"Wbile ordinarily a cit'zen is 
expected to support home institutions 
they should be required to do as 
well as strangers." He saW pipes 
laid for artificial eas were not usually 
fit for conveying natural fas, and 
urged council to see the joints were all 
right. "I had my bouse infested with 
Seas, and I don't want to have more 
trouble by gas leaks in my cellar. As 
I understand it, if council grants a 
franchise to one company it cannot 
grant another without a rote of the 
people. John Kissner is a straight 
man. bnt I can't see where be hasgas- 
Joe McDowell may tell you. He is 
Kissner's representative." 
Council laughed, and so did the so- 
licitor. 
I will say. gentleman," said So- 
licitor McDowell, "I am solicitor and 
dorFt represent Mr. ESssner or any 
company. I am here solely to advise 
you." 
Mr. Maxon, of the Coshoeton Gas 
company, was tbe next speaker. "We 
ask this council for time and not much 
of it. When we put down our pipes 
we did it with a view to conducting 
natural gas. They are big enough and 
strong enough. We are taking this up. 
our plan for'gas, with the right people 
and will show you we are backed by 
heavier interests than any shown here. 
We will come prepared to say we have 
lines under ycnr streets that- will car- 
ry gas. 
We've got the goods. 
At 
Delaware our company will within ten 
days turn natural gas into tbe pipes 
under a franchise that provides for 
selling gas at 30 cents, but they are 
going to sell it- at2o cents with a dis- 
count of 10 per cent. 
In this town 


we have 18i miles Oi mains, and I am 
prepared to say as engineer of this 
company that our lines will carry nat- 
ural gas. Give us time and we will 
come before you with a proposition of 
interest." 
•'Let me ask you, why haven't you 


done this before'?" asked 
Captain 
James. 
Let me answer,'' replied S. H. 
Nicholas, and he related tbat a few 
years 
ago 
council 
refused 
to 
admit natural gas, and the local 
company 
abandoned arrangements 
it had made for piping natural gas to 
this city. He also promised tbe com- 
pany would be prepared to provide 
natural gas if it was given time. 


Mr. Von Scio said he represented a 
company with money and gas. "I am 
not here asking time. L want- a fran- 
chise, I have no objection to council 
giving these other companies as many 
franchises as they want, but I ask 
that mine be passed." 
"Do you own gas now," asked Cap- 
tain James of Mr. Nicholas? 
'No, nor have we a contract now. 


Our company does not own gas, but 
«,bey can get it- They are now at 
work with these people arranging for 
tbe gas." Mr. Nicholas also raised 
the question of whether two natural 
gas franchises would be legal without 
the consent of the people. 
Thomas Lear spoke for the local

man of Lucas. Hypes of Clark, Willis 
of Hardln, Gear of Wyandot, Stage of 
Cuyahoga, Bracken of Franklin, Ains- 
worth of Defiance, Maag of Mahoning, 
Huffman of Butler. Brumbaugh of 
Darke. Sharp of Fail-field. The com- 
mittee organized by electing Mr. Com- 
ings chairman. A subcommittee was 
appointed to arrange a program for 
hearings.

•• In the upper house of the assembly 
today the municipal code was referred 
to the committee of the whole to be 
considered, section by section, by the 
entire body. Senator Hosea of Cin- 
cinnati prepared an amendment to 
the franchise section of the code, to 
provide tor the renewal and regrant- 
ing of existing franchises. Many other 
amendments have been prepared and 
will be offered at the proper time. 


The municipal code prepared under 


the direction of the state board of 
commerce will be introduced In the 
house, but not In the senate. It now 
seems probable that the advocates of 
the measure will devote their ener- 
gies to attempting to secure the 
amendment of the governor's bill 
rather than to pressing their own- 


When introduction of bills were 


called for Mr. Guerfn sent a bill to 
the clerk's desk to re-enact the su- 
preme court bill. This measure was 
read for its second time and referred 
to the special committee. Then Mr. 
Gnerin Introduced two other bills, 
each affecting appeals and pleadings. 
The act carries out the original plans 
of Judge Royer, and makes eligible 
to appeals all the cases made ineligi- 
ble by the passage of the measure.

ROOSEVELT IN MAINE 


Greetings by the People Flat- 


tering In the Extreme.

ovation waa tendered to President 
Roosevelt upon his arrival in this 
dty, home of the late James G. Blaiae. 
The President came lato Maine after 
having visited many places ia New 
England states, and before his depar- 
tore tonight he will have visited every 
congressional district In the state, the 
principal city in each district, and the 
home city of each of Maine's United 
States senators. 
At every stopping 


place along the line a great crowd 
bad gathered, aad the president was 
accorded a genuine do^n-east wel- 
come. At Old Orchard, where the 
special train made Its first stop after 
crossing the state line, thousands of 
persons from all parts of York and 
lower Cumberland counties had gath- 
ered. Upon his arrival In this city the 
president was joined by Senator W. 
Frye. and after speaking briefly to a 
great crowd In Railway square, was 
taken for a drive about tbe city. 


While on his way through the 


streets of Portland his carriage was 
stopped and he was presented with 
an album containing views of the 
city. He stood up in his carriage and 
briefly thanked the donor. Captain 
Charles F. Dam. He has been the re- 
cipient of many floral and other gifts, 
and where the admirers were unable 
to get near enough personally to hand 
them to him they threw them over 
the heads of the crowd into his car- 
riage. 


At Augusta the president said: "It 


would be difficult for any man speak- 
ing to this audience and for any one 
in front of the house in which Blaiae 
once lived to fall to feel whatever 
Americanism there was in him stirred 
to the depths. For my good fortune, 
I knew Mr. Elaine quite well when he 
was secretary of state, and I have 
thought again and again during the 
past few years how pleased he would 
have been to see so many of those 
principles for which he stood ap- 
proach fruition. One secret, perhaps 
I may say the chief secret, of Mr. 
Elaine's extraordinary hold upon the 
affections of his countrymen, was his 
entirely genuine and unaffected Amer- 
icanism. And Mr. Elaine possessed 
to an eminent degree the confident 
hope in the nation's future which 
made him feel that she must ever 
strive to fit herself for a great des- 
tiny. He felt that the republic must 
in every way take the lead in the 
western hemisphere. He felt that 
this republic must take a great part 
among the great nations of the earth. 
The last four years have shown how- 
trne that feeling of his was. He had 
always hoped that he would have a 
peculiarly intimate relation with the 
countries south of us. He could hard- 
ly have anticipated, no one could 
have, the Spanish war and its effects. 
In consequence of that war America's 
interest In the tropic Islands to our 
south and the seas and coasts Bar- 
rounding those Islands Is far greater 
than ever before. Our interest In uie 
Monroe doctrine Is more concrete 
than ever before. The Monroe doc- 
trine is simply a statement of our 
very firm belief that on this continent 
the nations now existing here must be 
left to work out their own destinies 
among themselves .and that the con- 
tinent Is no longer to be regarded as 
colonizing ground for any European 
power." 


General Miles' Application. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—It has devel- 


oped that General Miles' application 
to go to the Philippines was of com- 
paratively recent date, and was in no 
way connected with his application of 
several months ago. When the first 
application was made it was coupled 
with certain suggestions as to termi- 
nating the war. aad Secretary Root's 
refusal to grant the first request was 
based largely upon these phases of 
the application. In view of this It is 
understood that General Miles re- 
stricted bis second application so as 
to make the trip one for purely mili- 
tary purposes.
